Write clearly and distinctly, be- 
ing particularly careful in the manner 
of proper names and words from for- 
eign languages. Why? Because you 
have no right to ask either editor or 
compositor to waste timo puzzling 
out the results of your selfishness. 

III. Don't write in a microscopic 
hand. Why? Because the composit- 
or has to read it across his case, at a 
distance of nearly two feet. Also, be- 
cause the editor often wants to mako 
additions and othor changes. 

IV. Don't begin at the very top of 
the first page. Why? Because if you 
have written ahead for your article, 
the editor w iu probably want to 
change it, and if you have not— which 
is the better way — ho must write one. 
I ;< sides, he wants room in which to 
write his instructions to the printer 
as to tho type to be used, when and 
when the proof is to be sent, etc. 

V. Never roll your manuscript. 
Why? Because it maddens and 

ry one who touches it 

editor, compositor and proofreader. 

VI. Be brief. Why? Because people 
don't read long stories. The number 
of readers which any two articles have 

irereely p r oporti oned to the square 
of then respective lengths. That is, 

a half column article is read by four 
•' H,lH ""any people as one of double 

that length. 

VII Always write your full name 
and addreea at the end' of your letter. 

Why? Because it will often happen 

that the editor will want to oommnni 

eate with .you, and because he needs 
to know the writer's name as a gU 

antes of good faith. If you am 

idonym, Or initials, write your 
OWn is, me and address below it.
